&. Jf«w York Man Who Is Not Well Post- 


ed In Geography Is Willing to Swear 
That lie Saw the Missing Young Man 
Alive Two Weeks Ago—A Circumstan- 
tial Account of the "Vision" from • 
Man Who Looks IJke He Is Honest. 
NEW YORK, Jnne 12—While Robert 


Ray Hamilton's friends and his late part- 
ner are going about closing up his affairs 
and settling his estate, a witness turns up 
who is willing to swear positively that 
Mr. Hamilton is not dead unless he has 
died in the last two weeks. This witness 
is Henry Strong, formerly of Greene, 


Ihenango county, N. Y. He declares that 
two weeks ago yesterday he met Robert 
Ray Hamilton face to face in the Yellow- 
stone park region. He is certain it was 
Mr. Hamilton. 
He recognised him at 


once by his face and his voice. 


Certain He Saw Hamilton. 


"I have been in California for the last 


year or two," lie said, "and started home 
;hree weeks ago by the way of the North 
era Pacific. At Yanktou I stopped off 
and took the stage loute into the Yellow- 
stone park to see what it was like. There 
are no towns in the park, you know—only 
scattering hotels for tourists. At one of 
these hotels—I have forgotten the name of 
it—two weeks ago to-morrow moming, I 
saw Mr Hamilton. He was apparently 
traveling thiough the park as I was, and 
had not been Ions; at the hotel. He wai 
alone, so far as I could judge. 


IMiy He I>id Hot Speak to Him. 


I did not speak to him because I found 


out that he vs us not known there as Rob- 
ert Ray Hamilton, and I thought that if 
he wished to remain unknown it was none 
of my business. I saw him going about 
and heard him talking to other people. I 
could have recognized him by his voice if 
I had not seen Ins face at all 
I knew that 


it was Mr. Hamilton the minute I ob- 
served him. The people around the hotel 
did not know where he came from, or 
where he \\a_s going. I stayed theie only 
a short time, and had no chance to find 
out more about his movements. He did 
not go away in the direction that I v^ut. 


Hamilton Looked Well. 


"He looked very well, and wa,« well 


dressed, but like a traveler and not like a 
resident. Ine\er had any peisonal ac- 
quaintance with him, but I knew his face 
and voice very well. I was in Albany 
during the winter of 1&?B, when Mr. Ham- 
ilton was serving his last term m the as- 
sembly, and I went often to the legisla- 
ture. I was particularly interested in Mr. 
Hamilton because he was the only Repub- 
lican from New York city and 1 atn a Re- 
publican myself, and because he was a 
bright young man. I saw a great deal of 
him in Albany, and frequently heard him 
apeak. When I was in California I read 
different stories about him being dead and 
being alive

"I am willing to testify on the witness 


stand that 1 saw him alive tuo weeks 
ago." Mr. Strong looks like an honest 
farmer and talks like a man who kuows 
what he is al> iut 
But ho is a little out of 


range in his geography, any nay. The 
Northein Pacific lailnny does not run 
through Yanktou, and a man who would 
set out to travel by stage from Yaukton 
to Yellowstone park would have about 7(M] 
miles of remarkably hard wheeling before 
him.

KILLED TWO OF HIS 
RELATIVES. 


The Victims Were His Aged Grandmother 


and His Aunt, Both of Whom Had 
Often Befriended Him—Arrest at Cin- 
cinnati of a Itand of Alleged Counter- 
feiters, One of Whom Attempted to 
Knife an Officer. 
BALTIMORE, June 12 —At 10:13 o'clock 


Friday morning the drop fell, and William 
Blaney, the double murderer, who on the 
night o£ May 2, 1S90, killed his aged grand- 
mother and aunt with an axe at their 
Siome, 1035 Green Mount avenue, expiated 
his crime on the gallon s in the yard of the 
Baltimore city jail. 
Blaney died with 


calmness and nerve, professing penitence 
and confidence in the efficacy 
of 
the 


Roman Catholic faith, which he adopted, 
to secure his peace with Heaven. Blnney's 
trngic end was the legitimate outcome of 
a life of w ickednesp, indolence and ignor- 
ance. 


Ten H»le Double Murder. 


The crime for which he was hanged 


was cue of the most brutal and inhuman 
ever commit ted in this city. The victims 
were his aged grandmother and his aunt, 
both of w horn had always loved him and 
often aided and befriended 
him. The 


weapon used w as a small ax. With it lie 
literally pounded their heads to a jelly. 
He was detected by them while robbing 
their house, and then committed the 
crime 
Blaney was convicted on Oct. 24 


and on Apnl IS, a few days after the 
doath warrant had been signed and the 
day of i'.\i'cntion appointed by the gov- 
oiuor, the city rang with the news that 
Blaney had escaped from jail. This lie 
had accomplished by prying apart an iron 
window bar. He was rec.ipt 111 ed the fol- 
low ing day and the death watch was im- 
mediately pla< eel over him.

Health Authorities Doing Their Best to 


Prcieiit an Epidemic. 


ST PAUL, June 12 —This city is greatly 


alarmed over the discovery of three gen 
uine cases of srnall-pox. One, a colored 
boy, has a violent type of the disease,while 
the other two, a chambermaid and a por- 
ter, both employed at the Merchants' 
hotel, have bat mild cases. The inmates 
of the hotel are much excited, and it is 
probable that Health Commissioner Hoyt 
will order the hotel closed temporarily. 
While every effort is being made by the 
health authoiities to prevent the spread 
of the disease, it is not improbable that 
faeveral more cases will develop in a day 
or two, as many have been exposed in all 
circles, and eleven girls are known to have 
come in contact with tho afflicted persons. 
Vaccine is m great demand and thousands 
have been vaccinated during the past 
twelve hours.

CONFIDENT OF FREE COINAGE. 


Senator Stewart Believes Next Congress 


Will Pass the Bill. 


WASHINGTON* CITV, June 12.—Senator 


Stewart Said yesterday, speaking of free 
coinage prospects, that he was confident a 
free coinage bill could be passed through 
the next congress over the president's veto. 
Of course, he said, there can be no doubt 
about a two-ihird vote for free coinage in 
the house, and in the senate it has been 
shown that there is a majority. The ques- 
tion is, w hat will the senate do in case of 
a veto!' If all the Democrats in the sen- 
ate wilLyote to pass the bill over the pres- 
ident's veto, Stewart said, there will be 
no trouble about the matter. 


Where the Votes \tlll Come From. 
The Republican votes in the senate that 


Stewart counts as sure for free coinage 
are: Two from California, 1 from Oregon, 
2 from Washington, 2 from Idaho, 2 from 
Montana, 2 from Nevada. 2 from Colorado, 
1 from Wyoming, 2 from South Dakota, 1 
from North Uako, 2 from Kansas, 2 frnm 
Nebraska, aud 1 from Pennsylvania. Cul- 
lom, Stockbridge, and Davis he regards as 
doubtful. The votes counted as sure 
would give free coinage 00 votes, if the 
Democrats voted solidly for free coinage, 
as policy might induce them to do. Fifty- 
nine votes are enough to carry the bill 
over a veto. The only senators on the 
Democratic side whom Mr. Stewart re- 
gards as doubtful are Gray, McPerson, 
and Vilas 


KANSAS IN A'TIGHT CORNER. 


The Kight-Hour Law Recently Passed 


Causes Trouble. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 12 —It was learned 


yesterday that the passage of the eight- 
hour law by the legislature last winter 
will have the effect of closing all charita- 
ble and reform institutions in the state 
unless the legislature is convened in extra 
session before next September. The law 
is worded so that no employe of state or 
municipal institutions v\ill be permitted 
to work more than eight hours a day, and 
while this will necessitate the "employ- 
ment of about 1.2<JO more people, there 
was no additional appropriation made to 
meet the increased expenses. 


The state board of trustees yesterday 


asked the attorney general his opinion in 
the matter, iintl the result is that unless, 
an extra session is called to make the ad- 
ditional appropriations the inmates of 
these institutions will be returned to the 
counties w hence they came. This »vill re- 
turn all the insane patients in the two in- 
sane asylums aud tho boys and girls in 
both the icform schools to their respective 
counties. 
HAD A GRUDGE AGAINST THE TOWN, 


And IMevv L'p a Small Building to Eten 


Things Up. 


AVON, Mass., June 13.—A small building 


owned by the town and occupied by Ital- 
ian laborers on tho water works was 
burned yesterday with many valuable tools 
owned by the town. During the fire Mar- 
cus M. Porter, a well-known citizen, pub- 
licly declared that he had purposely blown 
up the building with dynamite. He was 
arrested and taken to Stoughton for ar- 
raignment. Mr. Porter was known to 
have entertained a grudge against the 
town and also to have suffered from tern 
porary aberration of the mind. He owned 
the spring from which the town's water 
supply is taken and tho property adjoin- 
ing, and hat never been satisfied with the 
compensation awarded him. Before firing 
the building he removed the effects of the 
Italians, but not the town's property. 
The affair has created a great sensation. 


Novel Proposed Strike in Brussels. 


LOVDOS, June 12.—The waiters of Brus- 


sels propose to strike against the payment 
of fees by guests. Their objection is that 
the largest share of the fee, or pour-boire, 
goes to the proprietor, and that the wait- 
ers' share docs not make up for the non- 
payment of wages. The waiters therefore 
ask that the pour-boire be abolished, and 
regular wages paid. The proprietors are 
reluctant to make the concession, which 
would benefit the customers by leaving 
them the money now paid in fees. 


Caused an Irreparable Loss. 


PIERRE, S. D., June 13.—Tuesday night 


fire was discovered in the Stanley court 
house, in Fort Pierre, opposite this city, 
and it, together with two store buildings 
adjoining, '•'as consumed. Loss, $40,000, 
with no insurance. All the records of the 
county, which was organized one year ago, 
were destroyed, entailing a loss that can 
never be repaired. It is generally believed 
that the fire was started by an incendiary.

Interview with a Weil-Known 


Hebrew Financier. 


EXPERIENCE IN THE CZAR'S REALM.] 


Herr Goldberger Goes to Russia to Estab- 


lish a Banking House, but Finds That 
Each " Pristaw" Has tho Power to 
I^evy Blackmail, and Concludes to Do 
Business Elsewhere—He Predicts That 
Russia Will Become Bankrupt* 
BERLIN, Jnne 12.—A correspondent Fri- 


day met Herr C. Goldberger, the well- 
known Jewish financier, director of the 
International bank of this city, a member 
of one of the most aristocratic clubs and 
consul general for Belgium in this city, 
who was recently expelled from Russia, 
apparently in a most unwarranted man- 
ner. Herr Goldberger was very reluctant 
to talk about his late experiences in Rus- 
sia as he is most decidedly averse to 
notoriety and says that he thinks that the 
insults he suffered were the work of some 
individual "pristaw" and not of the 
Russian government directly. 
Though 


this may be the case, the manner in which 
the banker was treated throws a strong 
side light upon the position of the Jews in 
Russia. Herr Goldberger, after leaving 
this city, went first to St. Petersburg and 
from there to Moscow in the interest ot 
the banking house with which he is con- 
nected, having been furnished 
with a 


(pedal consular pass by the Russian con- 
sul general here, which permitted him to 
stay two months in Russia. 


Under Police Supervision. 


At St. Petersburg M. Vischnigradesky, 


the Russian minister of finance, called 
upon Herr Goldberger and they subse- 
quently dined together. Other persons ot 
high standing showed the Berlin banker 
special attention. But this did not pre- 
vent the police of St. Petersburg from af- 
fixing a white slip to his pass, upon which 
slip were inscribed the words: "The Jew 
Goldberger is here on toleration and under 
police supervision." 


Herr Goldberger, who does not under- 


stand Russian, thought the aljove was 
some regular police paper. He learned 
differently when he leached Moscow. The 
"pristaw" called upon him at his hotel 
the second day and told him he must leave, 
at once. The hotel manager said that he 
should give the "pristaw'' a few rubles 
and all would be right, but the banker re- 
fused to pay blackmail and left at once. 
He did not ciuc to establish any bank in 
such a country where each policeman had 
the powei of levying blackmail. 


The Half Has >ot l!ecn Told. 


Consul General Goldberger says that 


none of the accounts so far published 
about the persecution of the Jens tells 
the whole story 
The misery and perse 


cution, he adds, are simply indescribable. 
Contrary to the accepted version, Herr 
Goldberger says that the czar is well 
aware of the ci uelties practiced; that he 
has always been a rabid 
anti-Semite, 


and that his hatred of the Jews has in- 
creased since the memorable railway ac- 
cident which happened upon the 
line 


built by a Russian Jew, Ton Pollenskoff. 
Herr Goldberger thinks that Russia will 
suffer from the commercial disaster sure 
to follow the expulsion of the Jews. 


"Nobody knows.'1 he said, "whose turn 


it is to come next and no one cars to risk 
his money or work under the present state 
of barbaric rare war agaitist everything 
foreign or non-orthodox, and the conse- 
quence will be that Russia, with all her 
immense agricultural and mineral re- 
sources, will sooner or later he forced into 
a condition of absolute bankruptcy."

The republicans ue always giving oat 


that someone is misrepresenting them. The 
democrats ate usually the ones charged;

In well rounded sentence?, 


studded with facts and sound conclusions, 
many causes were given tor the existence 
of poverty in our land, chief of which were 
leredity and environment. It was held that 
a large per cent of the poverty and misery 
in America is traceable direct to the swarm- 
ing of ignorant foreigners to our shores. In 
some cases it is known that iuraigrants 
have landed in New York who did not have 
a cent in their possesion and had to be taken 
direct to a poor house. 
The evil of intem- 


perance is largely due to poverty, and pov- 
erty and intemperance breed crime. 
"The 


social reformer must 
go alongside tlie 


Christian worker. Theie are means able to 
cure, and since heredity and environment 
are the most powerful factors, the question 
arises, how overcome these? 
Only by tak- 


ing children of paupers and putting them in 
new circumstances. Waerever tried this 
has been successful, and a vast majority, 
not all, have become honest, industrious 
tuen and women. 


"Again, new marriage laws must bs 


passed, and above all, immigration, by some 
means or other, must be checked, If not 
stopped entirely. But the difficulty hab al- 
ways been and Is yet, how cau we arrange 
it so that we may welcome all worthy Immi- 
grants and at the same time effectually keep 
out all unworthy ones? Shall It be by a 
property qualification, or an educational? 
That is not fair and would only induce men 
to cheat and He, and it would soon be a 
dead letter law and of no avail. Why not 
a language qualification? If 
men care 


gecce. There Is to be a greater change 
in the next 50 years than has ever occurred, 
and In that day we can see our land with 
250,000,000 souls with unfettered minds 
and undisturbed thoughts, with an univer- 
sal church and free schools, anarchy un- 
known and pauperism unheard of, with no 
dogma to clog our feet or superstition to 
mist our eyes. 


THE ADDRESS 


by Dr. Henry Wade Rogers, president of

A 
knowledge of our Institutions makes a per- 
son more patriotic and gives him more true 
love for his country in one day than can all 
the Fourth of July orations and waving of 
flags in a generation." 


The speaker held that men should not bs 


permitted to own soch large tracts of land 
when so many people are starving the 
church should arouse from Its lethargy and 
reach out a helping hand to the masses. 


The people are being aroused to the de 


mandsof the hour; pastors are preaching 


of doctrines and more of characters. 


Noble men like Carnegie are offering their 
wealth to the solution of this question. 
Less Importance Is placed upon what we 
believe and more upon what we do and are. 
Men arecrying everywhere for a leader. In- 
terest Is awakened not iu the king but the 
subject; not hi the general, but the soldier. 
Hen are asking what of the artisan, what 
of the laborer, of the mechanic, of the far- 
mer. Reform 
bustles 
on every 
aide.
